BRITISH COAL STRIKE — 
FINALLY CALLED OFF 


Ends as It Began, Last May, in Muddle of 
Uncertainty and Another Walk-Out 


Is Expected in 


Year or Two.

LONDON, Dec. 1.—The great 
coal strike is over. With the min- 
ers in the three last stubborn dis- 
tricts, Durham, Yorkshire and 
South Wales, ordered back to the 
pits today, nothing remains to 
“end” the strike except the detail 
of an official announcement. 

So far as effective restriction of 
output is concerned, the strike end- 
ed a fortnight ago. Thus the great- 
est industrial stoppage in British 
history comes to an end, having 
spanned the best part of a year— 
from May 1 to Dec. 1. And it ends 
as it began, in a muddle of un- 
certainty and futility. 

No Real Settlement Reached. 

Even the staunchest Government 
organs admit the “end’’ of the 
strike is bitterly unsatisfactory. No 
real settlement has been reached. 
The miners have been forced back 
to their jobs by literal starvation. 
They have been compelled to ac- 
cept terms which in no sense can 
have a lasting basis. Yet the own- 
ers are equally dissatisfied. 

The general opinion is that the 
present settlement only serves to 
defer for another year, or perhaps 
two or three, the eventual issue. 
There has been no effort to or- 
ganize the industry on a perma- 
nent basis, no attempt to follow 


, the report of the Royal Coal Com- 


mission, no action to prevent an- 
other such strike next year. 

Meanwhile, the losses conninad 
by Great Britain are staggering. 
The following may be considered 
as some results of the strike: 

A direct loss to British trade 
variously estimated between £320,- 
000,000 and £380,000,000 sterling. 

An increase in unemployment, 
exclusive of the fminers, of 620,000. 

Trade union funds are exhausted. 

Tax Reduction Hope Gone, 

Hope of reduction of taxation in 
‘the next budget is gone. 

Foreign nrarkets' probably 
reduced permanently. 

tailway earnings are down by a 
million pounds a week. 

Only five blast furnaces out of 
482 are working.' 

The iron and steel! industries are 
crippled, possibly permanently. 
The textile trades are suffering 

most serious slump in years. 
Shipbuilding is practically dead. 
Domestic suffering is serious and 
widespread. And what is on the 
credit side of the account? Nothing, 

But, despite this depressing bal- 
ance sheet, England is emerging 
from the strike with a high heart. 
Many industrialists think the boom 
they have been expecting since the 
war is certain to come.

MEXICO CLARIFIES 
CONCESSION PLAN 
FOROM AND LAND 


Ambassador Tellez Says 
Grants Under New Laws 
Will Run for Same Terms 
as Originally. 


ALIENS NOT ASKED 
TO WAIVE RIGHTS 


Official Statement Declares 
That Foreigners Will Be 
Given Preferential Treat- 


ment.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1. — The 
Mexican Embassy ‘this afternoon, 
in an official statement for the 
Post-Dispatch, cleared up what 
Ambassador Tellez declared are 
several grave misapprehensions re- 
garding the application of the new 
Mexican oil and land which 
have’ brought about the 


dispute between the American State 
Department and the Calles Govern- 
nent. | 

The impression has been created 
that the Mexican Government has 
fixed a flat term of 50 years with- 
in which oil companies that ac- 
quired their titles prior to May 1, 
1917, may continue to work their 
lands. 

Same Rights as Originally. 

Today’s statement from the Em- 
Which constitutes an im- 
portant chapter in the Mexican- 
American controversy, declares that 
the concessions through which the 
Government will confirm the rights 
of oil companies to exploit oil 
lands will have exactly the same 
duration as the original rights. 

If the original right was for 25 
years, the concession will be for 
26 years, and-so on. If the original 
right was for the entire time re- 
quired to take the oil from the 
ground, the concessionaire, accord- 
ing to Ambassador Tellez, will be 
permitted to work his land as long 
though it 
might take him 100 years. 

It is true that no concession will 
be made out -for more than 50 
years, but at the end of that time, 
if the original right called for more 
than 50 years, the concession, said 
the Ambassador, will be renewed. 

The new petroleum law, as ex- 
plained by the embassy, provides 
that rights arising from lands in 
which exploitation work began he- 
fore May 1, 1917, or from contrac*s 
made before that date, will be con- 
firmed through governmental con- 
cessions without any cost. The 
law provides that the owner of 
petroleum rights acquired b32fore 
May 1, 1917, shall apply to the 
Government for confirmation of 
such rights within one year from 
Dec. 31, °1925, the date of the en- 
actment of the law.

Given Preference. 

The statement of the embassy 
puts the Mexican government <n 
record as asserting that foreigners 
shall be given preferential treat- 
ment whenever their interests are 
involved in the administration of 
the alien land laws. 

One of the bones of contention 
in the exchange of notes .betwoen 
Secretary of State Kellogg and the 
Calles government. has been the 
provision requiring the foreign 
companies to waive their rights of 
diplomatic protection by their 
home government. 

- The waiver that is required, ac- 
cording to the embassy’s statement, 
applies only to rights acquired after 
May 1. 1917. 

Notice is taken in the statement 
of the ‘‘uneasiness’” caused among 
foréigners by the requirement of 
“actual operations’ as a prerequi- 
site to the extension of certain oil 
concessions. The.reply is made 
that the Mexican Government con- 
siders that the investment of money 
is sufficient to meet the demand 
for actual operations. 


Legal Possession Recognized. 


The statement declares that con- 
cessions granted by the Govern- 
ment in confirmation of rights ac- 
quired prior to May 1, 1917, confer 
legal possession of the rights with- 
out any further formality. The 
Government, it is declared, will up- 
hold the owner in case of contro- 
versy, thereby not only recognizing 
the rights derived ‘from private 
agreements but lending them ad- 
ditional strength. 

Summing up, the statement de- 
clares that the concessions granted 
to foreign companies by the Gov- 
ernment impose no expense on the 
concessionnaires, do not reduce the 
period of their original rights, and 
do not require renunciation of the 
privilege of ae protection. 

The concessions, it is added, will 
not be assailable in either adminis- 
tration or judicial controversies and 
in that respect will have a decided 
advantage over former titles and 
agreements.

ST. PAUL, Minn., Dec. 1.—Tak- | 
ing cognizance of writings of two. 
editors who have accused him of 
apostasy and heresy, Dr. Charles 


Bdward Locke, Bishop of the St. 
Paul area of the Methodist Episco- 


pal Church, replied to the charges 
and reaffirmed faith in ‘“‘the great 
truths upon which Christianity is 
founded,” in a statement printed 
today in the Christian Advocate, 
official publication of the church. 

The attacks on Bishop Locke 
were the result of a sermon he 
preached ia his former text the 
First Methodist Church In Los An- 
geles, in March, 1924, in which he 
characterized “certain phases” of 
fundamentalist doctrines as ‘‘non- 
essentials.” 

Bishop Locke included in these 
non-essentials the doctrine of the 
inerrancy of the Old Testament, 
the doctrine of the Virgin birth of 
Christ, any special theory of the 
atonement of Christ, and the doc- 
trines of an imminent physical re- 
turn of Christ to earth to set up a 
kingdom. 

Charges Against Bishop. 

In August, 1926, The M@thodist, 
‘published at Philadelphia, printed 
a transcript of the opening portion 
of .Bishop Locke’s sermon under 
the heading ‘‘Apostagy.”’ 

A publication called The Cru- 
saders appeared Sept. 14, 1928, 
- with an editorial containing 
charges of heresy and apostasy, aud 
offering “if the reports of Bishop 
Locke’s sermon are correct” to pre- 
fer such charges for a hearing crt 
the General Conference of the 
Mthodist Church, which meets in 
1928. 

“If my critics,’ Bishop Locke 
said, im the Christain Advocate, 
‘had been less captious and more 
‘attentive, they would have noticed 
that I did not say that such fun- 
damenta! doctrines as the author- 
ity of the Rible, the deity of Jesus, 
the efficacy of Christ's saving life 
and death, the reality of the resur- 
rection, and Christ's leadership of 
His people, were non-essenttals.

Miss Ethel M. Proffitt is in Fed- 
eral Court today trying to get per- 
sonal injury damages of $65,000 
from what she has reason to know 
is a hard-hearted railroad company.

An Hast 8t. Louls Federal grand 
jury will consider the case of War- 
ner F. Hamilton of 83236 Waverly 
avente, East St..Louls, insurance 
company officer, who was bound 
over after a hearing before a Unit- 
ed States Commissioner yesterday 
on a charge of using the mails to 
defraud. He gave $2000 bond.’ - 
The charge, in substancé, is that 


Hamilton, who was endeavoring to 
consolidate 11 small ‘mutual Iife 
and accident insurance companies, 
had assessed members of some of 
the mutuals for the losses of a 
company other than the one to 
which they belonged. The mails 
were used in making these assess- 
ments. 

Hamilton, who did not testify in 
the hearing, said previously to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter tHat he was 
authorized, by clauses in the poll- 
cies, to consolidate the companies 
and to assess the members of one 
for the losses of another. He said 
the companies would not be able to 
continue separately, as some ha-ve 
not kept up their membership to 
correspond with the increased age 
and frequency of death of their 
members. 

The companies which figured in 
the hearing were the Jefferson Mu- 
tual Union, which suffered.a $590 
loss when one of the members 1 )3t 
an eye in an accident; the Atlantic- 
Pacific Protective League and the 
Central Mutual Union, members o’ 
which testified to being assesscd 
for the Jefferson Mutual] losa. 

An Illinois statute authorizes the 
formation of the mutual life ind 
accident insurance companles, 
without a reserve fund, and de- 
pendent on assessments made 
whenever a loss occurs, the only 
fixed payment being $1 a year fur 
expenses. Such companies, when 
they fail to obtain new and young 
members, are likely to meet diffi- 
culties through increasing frequen- 


41 ey of deaths, so that the members 


who pay most and continue lougest 
are in danger of getting nofhing. 
The next Legislature probab'y will 
be asked to repeal this statuts or 
amend it essentially. 

Hamilton is vice president of the 
Monarch Life Insurance Co., in the 
Metropolitan building.
